Th# Farm W ork Horse. 
The proper cnfing for farm horses be 
gins with the careful selection of farm 
work. avoiding the use ef light horses* 
for heavy work or of extremely heavy 
horses for work which could more eas­ 
ily ?>e done by horses of lighter weight 
The horse which Is not suited for its 
task Is so heavily handicapped that no 
care that can be given it can alto­ 
gether compensate for the natural In 
efficiency. 
Lack of comfortable sta 
bling, the essentials of which are little 
more than fairly roomy quarters in a 
dry. light, well ventilated shelter which 
protects the animal from beat in sum­ 
mer and from cold in winter, may in­ 
terfere with the horse’s greatest use­ 
fulness. A comfortably bedded stall is 
a great boon to the tired horse, and 
such a bed should bo supplied as will 
encourage the horse to lie down during 
mucba>f the night 
Wet bedding, un 
even stall floors and extremely nar­ 
row stalls ar© circumstances that too 
often Interfere with the comfort bf the 
horse —Farm Press.

Water is the most Inexpensive part 
of the ration, ami why a man should

; rn porta nt part of the cow's ration. 
Water costs very little and air nothing
